There was a Suggestion in council that 
the work may be resumed later. Also that 
the resumption may depend upon whether 
or not the two governments will revive the 
arrangement of two years ago and con- 
tribute each an equal share of the total 
outlay, including the cost of materials. If 
that is the case, it is rather to be teared 
the hope of carrying on that or any other 
relief work scheme will have to be aban- 
doned. The Provincial Government is 
apparently willing to do what it can to 
assist in relief works. But the Dominion 
Government ended that policy very defin- 
itely and has given no sign of a change 
of mind on the subject. 

The taxpayers will, and should, approve 
the decision of council to hold an investi- 
gation into the whole system under which 
unemployment relief is granted. If it is 
really impossible, or unwise, or inoxped- 
ient, to allow men on relief to pay back in 
labor the allowances advanced to them, 
those who have to supply the money 
should know just why that is so. “Direct 
relief’ is the direct road to civic bank- 
ruptcy. Those whose property is at stake 
are entitled to be told, plainly and offici- 
ally, exactly why it is necessary to aban- 
don the one relief work project that was 
under way and put the men back on 
“doles”.

SHINGLES OR HERPES ZOSTER, A FORM 
OF NEURITIS 


Shingles is a rather uncommon disorder, as only 


one out of about 100 cases of skin trouble is of this 
type. The most pleasant feature about shingles is 
that you are not likely to have more than one at 
tack since the disorder seldom returns. Shingles 
is an acute inflammation uf the 
skin usually appearing on one 
side of the body ‘There is a 
reddish eruption and groups of 
small blisters form on the skin 
just over the course of one of 
the nerves supplying the skin 
The blisters look somewhat like 
fever blisters in the mouth and 
each one is about the size of a 
split pea or coffee bean. The 
nerves over which the blisters 
form are more frequently those 
on the abdomen and chest, al- 
though the complaint is some- 
Dr. F. McCoy times seen on the shoulders and 
face. The hands and feet practically never suffer, 
skin just over the course of one of the nerves sup- 
plying the skin. The blisters look somewhat like 
fever blisters in the mouth and each one is about 
the size of a split pea or coffee bean. The nerves 
over which the blisters form are more frequently 
those on the abdomen and chest, although the com- 


plaint is sometimes seen on the shoulders and face 
The ‘hands and feet practically never suffer 

At the onset there may be a fever for a few days 
before the eruption shows A blister may form 
anywhere from a few hours to several days after 
the start of the trouble. There is usually a con- 
tinued development for about seven days. The 


blisters are filled with a clear fluid and they are 
round, standing up from the skin, and do not break 
open casily. They heal by drying and may last 
for a month or so before disappearing. If the blis- 
ter is broken, scars may be left. The skin inflam- 
nation may cause burning and itching, but the
